Of  the  two  hundred  and  seventy  eight  deaths  which  occurred 
during  the  year,  eighty  nine  were  due  to  disease  related  to  the 
circulatory  system.  Cancer  claimed  fifty  one,  of  which  ten 
were  lung  cancer*  motor  vehicle  accidents  six  and  otter  accidents 
three.  One  hundred  and  forty  seven  deaths  had  passed  the  age 
of  seventy  five.  Death  was  attributed  to  pneumonia  in  sixteen 
cases,  twelve  of  these  however  were  over  the  age  of  seventy  five.

3 »  Legislation  in  Force 

There  has  been  no  major  change  during  the 
year  with  regard  to  legislation  in  force 
throughout  the  area. 


4«  Hospital  Services 

Work  is  divided  between  the  Tiverton  Hospital 
Group  and  the  Exeter  Hospital  Group.  These 
have  proved  adequate  during  the  year. 


5 .  Maternity  Services 

48 -Hour  bookings  are  now  accepted  at  Tiverton 
and  District  Hospital  and  this  has  proved 
very  beneficial  in  making  the  best  use  of  the 
available  beds . 


6 .  Accommodation  for  the  Aged 

The  County  Authority  is  in  the  process  of 
extending  hostel  accommodation  for  the  aged.

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MAINTENANCE  OP  SEWERS  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  WORKS 


During  the  year  under  review,  we  have  taken  over  the  schemes 
at  Butterleigh,  Nomansland  and  Pennymoor.  We  now  have  three 
mobile  gangs  on  sewage  disposal  and,  with  the  additional  labourer 
shortly  to  be  appointed  at  Silverton,  the  maintenance  of  the  sewage 
disposal  schemes  will  be  re-organised.  There  is  a  General  Foreman 
in  charge  of  sewage  disposal  and  refuse  collection. 

We  work  in  close  co-operation  with  the  Devon  River  Authority 
in  producing  an  acceptable  effluent  from  all  our  new  sewage  dis¬ 
posal  works,  and,  in  one  or  two  cases  where  unsatisfactory  samples 
have  been  taken,  improvements  have  been  effected.  A  number  of  our 
older  works  which  are  due  for  replacement  are  producing  unsatis¬ 
factory  effluents  at  the  present  time. 


PUBLIC,, . SWIMMING  BATH 


Regular  samples  have  been  taken  at  the  public  swimming  bath 
at  Waterloo  Cross,  Uffculme.  Results  generally  were  very  good. 
Hand  chlorination  of  the  pool  is  carried  out  and  regular  checks 
are  made  on  the  purity  of  the  pool  by  the  proprietors  themselves 
in  addition  to  samples  taken  by  the  Council. 


LIGHTER  SWIMMING  POOLS  AT  SCHOOLS 


Routine  samples  of  these  pools  are  taken  by  the  County 
Medical  Department  and  occasional  check  samples  are  taken  by  our¬ 
selves  from  time  to  time.  We  give  advice  on  chlorination  and 
general  swimming  pool  hygiene  and  these  pools  are  well  controlled 
by  the  Headmasters  of  the  schools  concerned.

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WATER  SUPPLIES 


The  wo. ter  supply  in  this  District  is  from  the  mains  of  the 
North  Devon  Water  Board. 

The  quality  of  water  supplied  throughout  the  Rural  District 
from  the  Board’s  Newcombe,  Sheldon  and  Churchstanton  Works  and 
from  the  service  reservoir  at  Bickham  Moor  has  been  satisfactory. 

A  few  isolated  instances  of  suspicious  results  from  the  545 
samples  taken  have  received  immediate  attention,  and  satisfactory 
results  have  been  obtained  on  re-sampling.  Chemical  analyses 
have  also  been  obtained  •  of*'  the  treated  water. 

A  mains  supply  of  water  from  the  Bickham  Moor  Reservoir  was 
made  available  to  Cadbury  at  the  end  of  the  year,  the  Board 
having  laid  a  main  from  Cadeleigh.  A  mainlaying  scheme  from 
Bampton  to  Morebath  is  in  progress,  but  completion  has  been 
delayed  by  a  County  Council  road  improvement  scheme.  Addition¬ 
ally,  mains  have  been  laid  to  serve  new  development,  and  mains 
and  service  pipe  renewals  have  been  carried  out. 

The  quantity  of  water  available  for  supply  was  sufficient 
throughout  the  area,  the  Board’s  water  tanker  no  longer  being 
necessary  to  supplement  the  supply.  Hosepipe  restrictions, 
however,  were  in  force  from  4th  June  to  5th  September. 

The  effect  of  the  remedial  works  at  Churchstanton  gathering 
ground  (details  of  the  proposals  having  been  included  in  my  last 
Report)  has  resulted  in  water  of  a  constantly  high  quality  being 
made  available  and  no  complaint  has  since  been  received  from  a 
consumer  in  this  supply  area. 

The  schemes  for  the  modernisation  of  Newcombe  and  Sheldon 
Treatment  Works  have  been  delayed  due  to  the  economic  restrictions, 
but  the  quality  of  the  water  supplied  from  these  works  remained 
high  throughout  the  year.

At  the  31st  December,  '1966,  the  following  private  slaughter¬ 
houses  were  licensed  and  in  use  in  the  district  :- 

Lloyd  Maunder  Ltd.,  Tiverton  Junction,  Willand 
J.  Veysey  &  Son,  30,  Pore  Street,  Cullompton 
N.  M.  Western,  2k9  Pore  Street,  Silverton. 

Messrs.  Lloyd  Maunder *s  new  beef  and  sheep  slaughterhouse 
came  Into  operation  in  August,  1966,  and  they  have  now  got  over 
most  of  the  troubles  experienced  with  the  vertical  line  dressing 
system.  In  this  system  the  carcases  are  suspended  throughout  the 
slaughtering  and  dressing  operations  and  do  not  touch  the  floor  at 
all.  After  inspection  the  carcases  pass  through  pre-chillers  and 
straight  into  the  cold  store  to  await  transit. 

The  practice  of  using  wiping  cloths  on  carcases  has  ceased 
and  the  slaughterhouse  proprietors  are  experimenting  with  the  use 
of  various  types  of  sprays.  This  is  a  great  advance  in  slaughter¬ 
house  hygiene.  Cleaning  gangs  move  in  at  the  end  of  the  day  and 
the  new  slaughterhouse  is  left  in  a  very  clean  condition.  Improve¬ 
ments  could  be  made  in  washing  down  whilst  the  actual  slaughtering 
operations  are  in  progress  and  we  have  mentioned  this  to  Messrs. 

Lloyd  Maunder.  The  identification  of  carcases,  plucks  and  offals  is 
now  no  problem  with  the  new  synchronised  conveyers.  I  understand 
that  there  are  still  problems  in  connection  with  trade  waste  dis¬ 
posal  from  the  slaughterhouse,  which  have  to  be  overcome,  and  Lloyd 
Maunders  are  in  consultation  with  the  Devon  River  Authority  on  this 
matter. 


MEAT  INSPECTION 

We  now  have  four  full-time  Meat  Inspectors  at  Messrs.  Lloyd 
Maunder’ s  and  one  Trainee,  the  other  Trainee  having  left  our  employ¬ 
ment  during  the  year.  We  regret  the  untimely  death  of  Mr.  Overy, 
one  of  our  Senior  Meat  Inspectors,  who  had  been  with  us  for  nine 
years  and  was  a  very  conscientious  and  popular  officer.  He  will 
be  greatly  missed  by  everyone  and  we  would  like  to  express  our 
sympathy  to  his  wife  and  children.  Both  our  Trainees  have  been 
successful  in  passing  the  examination  for  the  Certificate  in  Meat 
Inspection  of  the  Royal  Society  of  Health  at  Bristol  Technical 
College.  It  Is  considered  that  the  considerable  practical 
experience  that  they  obtain  at  Lloyd  Maunder rs  has  helped  them 
to  pass  the  examination. 

we  are  fortunate  in  this  area  that  no  slaughtering  is  carried 
out  at  weekends.  The  co-operation  of  Messrs.  Lloyd  Maunders  in 
this  respect  is  appreciated. 

One  cf  the  Meat  Inspectors  is  always  available  to  inspect 
carCcBes  after  any  emergency  slaughtering  which  may  have  to  take 
place .

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FOOD . HYGIENE  ( GENERAL ) 


Implementation  of  the  requirements  of  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations  has  continued  throughout  the  year  and  improvements 
have  been  effected  by  the  serving  of  informal  notices  where 
appropriate.  This  has  resulted  in  improvement  of  several 
premises.  Throughout  the  holiday  season  particular  attention 
is  given  to  food  premises  on  the  holiday  routes  to  ensure  that 
the  resultant  increase  in  business  does  not  lead  to  a  lowering 
of  standards. 

During  the  year  under  review,,  a  small  number  of  mobile 
catering  vans  have  turned  up  in  the  District  and  park  in  busy 
lay-bys  on  the  A38  Road.  The  hygiene  practices  used  in 
connection  with  these  vans  leaves  a  lot  to  be  desired  and  our 
hand  will  be  strengthened  when  the  Food  Hygiene  (Markets,  Stalls 
and  Delivery  Vehicles)  Regulations  1966  come  into  force  on  the 
"1st  January,  1967.  Another  problem,  likely  to  be  met  in  the 
near  future,  is  the  coin  operated  food  vending  machines  and 
hygiene  problems  in  connection  with  their  cleaning.  So  far, 
none  of  these  machines  has  been  noticed  in  our  District.

There  are  only  two  establishments  operating  in  the  Rural  Area, 
Messrs.  Lloyd  Maunder  of  Tiverton  Junction  and  Messrs.  H.J.  Dunn  & 
Son  of  Clay  Lane,  Uffculme. 


It  is  hoped  that  during  the  next  year  it  will  be  possible  for 
our  Authority  to  establish  a  system  of  inspection  of  poultry  in  con¬ 
junction  with  the  trade.  The  essence  of  this  method  of  inspection 
is  that  trained  personel,  or  spotters,  employed  by  the  trade  will  at 
various  stages  remove  suspect  carcases  and  their  viscera  from  the 
line  and  these  will  be  put  on  one  side  to  await  further  inspection 
by  a  Public  Health  Inspector.  Now  that  we  have  a  regular  staff  at 
Lloyd  Maunders,  it  should  be  possible  for  this  to  be  done  at  this 
establishment  and  Mr.  John  Maunder,  who  is  in  charge  of  the  poultry 
establishment  has  promised  to  co-operate  in  every  way.  The 
inspection  of  poultry  at  the  other  establishment  at  Uffculme  is  not 
so  easy,  as  we  have  no  trained  personel  on  the  premises.  I  feel 
that  the  Council  must  agree  to  arrange  for  a  visit  to  be  made  every 
day  by  a  Public  Health  Inspector  and  I  am  arranging  a  meeting  with 
a  Director  of  the  firm  to  go  into  this  matter  and  the  question  of 
hygiene  at  this  establishment. 


PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  __BY_  PESTS  AC.T__.1g42. 


A  full-time  Rodent  Operator  is  employed  by  this  Council  for 
the  purpose  of  killing  rats  on  both  private  and  publicly  owned 
property.  During  the  year  seventy  nine  contracts  have  been  taken 
out  for  rodent  control  on  farms  and  business  premises.  The  con¬ 
tract  prices  vary  from  £4  to  approximately  £40.  The  premises  are 
treated  four  times  a  year,  more  often  if  necessary. 

The  Council’s  sewers  are  also  treated  at  least  twice  a  year 
and  a  regular  check  is  kept  on  the  refuse  tips.  Private  dwellings 
are  not  covered  by  our  contract  service  and  we  do  not  give  free 
treatments  for  these.  Ratepayers  may,  however,  ask  for  the 
services  of  our  Rodent  Operator  and  we  keep  the  charges  as  reason¬ 
able  as  possible. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION 


At  the  present  time  our  refuse  collection  service  is  being 
fully  extended  by  the  demands  of  the  public  for  a  more  frequent 
collection,  especially  in  those  scattered  areas  of  the  District 
which  now  only  receive  a  fortnightly  collection  or  monthly 
collection. 

The  Committee  has  considered  this  problem  and  it  has  now 
been  decided  to  purchase  a  further  35  cu,yd.  Pakamatic  compression 
vehicle.  We  hope  to  reorganise  the  service  completely  in  September 
or  October,  I967,  and  Cullompton,  which  now  gets  a  twice  weekly 
collection, will  only  receive  a  once  weekly  collection.  The  saving 
of  labour  in  this  particular  instance  and  the  purchase  of  a  larger 
vehicle  will  enable  us  to  collect  much  more  frequently  from  the 
smaller  parishes  and  we  are  hopeful  that  the  majority  of  the  District 
will  then  receive  a  weekly  collection. 

Efforts  are  still  being  maintained  to  get  householders  to 
provide  proper  sanitary  dustbins  and  informal  and  formal  notices 
are  still  being  served  v/here  necessary. 

During  the  year  under  review,  the  Council  has  purchased  a 
special  vehicle  for  the  collection  of  refuse  from  lay-bys  on  the 
main  A. 38,  A. 373  and  A. 361  Roads,  as  well  as  the  holiday  routes. 

A  report  is  being  made  to  the  Council  on  the  necessity  for  the 
collection  of  bulky  refuse  and  it  is  hoped  that  some  arrangements 
will  be  made  for  this  to  be  done  during  the  year  1967.  This  is 
especially  important  as  dumping  of  large  articles  such  as  unwanted 
gas  boilers,  bicycles,  refrigerators,  television  sets,  car  bodies 
and  parts  is  on  the  increase  and  is  causing  disfigurement  of  the 
countryside . 


HOUSING^  AC TS . 1957  -  1  96k 


During  the  past  twelve  months  fifty  five  applications  for 
Standard  Improvement  G-rants  have  been  received  and  fifty  nine 
applications  approved;  some  of  these  were  applications  received 
during  the  year  19 65.  Eight  applications  for  Discretionary  Grants 

were  received  during  this  period  in  respect  of  eight  properties  and 
Discretionary  Grants  were  approved  for  seven  of  these  properties. 
During  the  year  thirteen  Preliminary  Notices  for  carrying  out 
essential  repairs  to  sub-standard  properties  have  been  complied  with. 
It  is  significant  that,  despite  every  encouragement  being  given  to 
householders  and  owners  of  property,  the  number  of  grants  approved 
was  only  slightly  in  excess  of  the  number  of  approvals  during  the 
previous  year,  1965.  An  effort  will  be  made  during  1967  to  give 
more  publicity  to  the  grants  system  and  we  hope  there  will  be  a 
substantial  increase  in  the  number  of  grants  approved.
